BUSS WAR REPORT 

A Moscow communique and gov- 
ernment spokesman’s report as the 
war entered its sixth week said: 

—The Nazis were faced with a 
new Verdun —held to a standstill 
after days of costly effort to break 
through the Smolensk sector toward 
Moscow and the Zhitomar front to- 
ward Kiev. 

2—Destruction of two German 
divisions, one of them perhaps in 
the Smolensk salient where the Red 
army was credited with putting up 
a fight “that will be studied many 
years.” 

3—A fierce defence of Moscow 
and Leningrad that frustrated re- 
peated German aerial attempts tv 
burn out the two big cities of west- 
ern Russia during the past week. 

4—Red army forays and ap- 
proaching counter-offensive against 
the Germans in some sectors of the 
land front, timed with increasing 
Red air fleet operations which 
caused the German air force to fall 
back. upon bases far to the rear. 

§—Destruction of two German 
torpedo boats, two tankers, a sub- 
marine and several patrol boats in 
a Red air fleet sweep over the 
Baltic. 

After five night raids last week 
central Moscow showed no great 
effects of bombing. The Russians 
said 53 German planes were de- 
stroyed in attacks on Moscow and 
41 in 12 raids on Leningrad.

The Greeks have been far more 
slorious in defeat even than they 
were in victory. It was miracle 
enough that they could fight their 
party schism; it is incredible that 
they have been able to endure 
defeat without any break in ranks 
or recrimination, ‘ ; 

Perhaps because the governmerit 
which fled to Crefe, headed by 
King George, was largely composed 
of remnants of the Metaxas dic- 
tatorship—which attained popular 
tolerance only through defending 
the country against its Axis friends 
the Greek people show no signs 
whatever that leadership's absence 
worries them: in the slightest de- 
gree. Because the war against Italy 
and later Germany was the peop!e's 
war from the beginning, it is still 
continuing in the form of pin- 
pricks of civilian resistance to the 
military administration. And the 
game complete suspension of popu- 
lar support behind the Axis-picked 
government, as exists elsewhere ‘n 
Europe, keeps the chasm between 
Axis victory by arms and the “new 
order” unspanned- 


WELL PREPARED 


In some degree, the Metaxas dic- 
tatorship although forced to do 
ideological tricks, like changing the 
word “democracy” in President 
Roosevelt's speeches to the word 
“justice,” left Greece as well pre- 
pared for occupation as for war be- 
cause there is no trick for shackling 
the population invented by the Ger- 
man or Italian field staffs which 
could. surpass those tested during 
the four years when Greek brains 
were turned against Greek and par- 
liamentary liberties were non-ex- 
(stent. 

Against German Stukas dive- 

bombing Greek hospital ships— 
and all five were sunk — the 
Greeks had no protection, nor 
have they been able to prevent 
systematic, planned carpetbagging 
by the German military machine 
which, as later articles will show, 
fs specifically organised for that 
purpose. But when the Germans 
began, the day after arriving in 
Athens, to issue “verodnungen” 
lists of ordnances, regulations 
and laws, on arm-length hand- 
bills repetitiously pasted by the 
dozens upon the walls, the Greeks 
knew exactly what to do. They 
read them, snickered at each 
ether and, when the blackout 
came, quietly tore them down. 

And they talked, They talked and 
they are still talking, not so much 
about the Italians because every- 
body, everywhere even in Greece, 
has begun to be sorry for bi Ital- 
jans, but always about the Germans. 
The Gestapo chief in Greece, ac- 
cording to the Greeks, was the big- 
gest victim of the whispering cam- 
paign which turned the Stadtkum- 
mandatur into a bundle of nerves.

BELIEVES IN RESCUE 

| Although neither the British nor 
the Americans have done much to 
deserve the blind loyalty of the 
Greek man in the street toward the 
democratic powers — the British 
campaign having been a retreat 
from the beginning and the Ameri- 
cans having failed to place a single 
promised airplane, cannoh,'or equip- 
ment in Greek hands — the Greek 
continues to hang to the belief that 
rescue will eventually come, There 
is a minority which echoes the 
views expressed even in the letter 
columns of the London Times that 
if Great Britain could send no 
better than 60,000 men, and 250 air- 
planes mostly of outmoded design, 
to face an army known to number 
500,000 men with about 2,000 air- 
craft, she would have done better 
to send nothing whatever and let 
Greece make peace upon her own 
terms, 

But a 90 per cent majority re- 
Jected this thesis. They say that 
when Greece decided to fight 
Italy, sh embarked upon the road 
without any returning, With Gen. 
Metaxas dead, there was no 
leader in Greece capable of induc- 
ing the army which had held and 
defeated the® Italian generalissi- 
mos, including Mussolini himself, 
to sell out its vietory before Hit- 
ler's ‘hreats of invasion. 

Today jit is the knowledge that 
Greece defeated Italy before losing 
to Germany that makes it possible 
for the Greeks to endure the humili- 
ation of occupation. The Nazi ra- 
tionalization that Greece was in- 
vaded only to attack the British is 
laughed at by the Greeks. They 
know that it would have been 
necessary for Hitler either to come 
through Turkey or Greece in order 
to attack the middle east and that 
Italy's muddled flounderings in Al- 
bania had to be aided by Hitler or 
Fascism's falling wingtip would 
have pulled the Axis plane into a 
tailspin. 

CAUSED DELAY 

What comforts Greece is that her 
slender strength, placed before the 
Nazi moloch, caused sufficient de- 
lay so that the drive toward the 
Suez met blistering summer heat 
and had to turn northeastward 
against Russia. But the Greeks are 
proudest of a:l that they were the 
first to teach the British the weak- 
ness of Italian arms and consider 
that their rout of the Italians along 
the Albanian frontier was the green 
‘light for the Ethiopian and Libyan 
campaigns. Their attitude toward 
the democracies may be summariz- 
ed thus:

BORN IN ONTARIO 

Mr. Clarke was born on Septem- 
ber 20, 1869, at Osnabruck Centre, 
Stormont County, Ontario, the son 
of Capt. James Clarke and Mar- 
garet Adams. Following early edu- 
cation at public and high schools in 
and around his home town, he at- 
tended Upper Canada College, Tor- 
onto, Later he enrolled af the 
University of Toronto, from which 
he was graduated with distinction, | 
He then studied at Osgoode Hall, 
the law school affiliated with the | 
University of Toronto. 

Like many young men’ of his | 
day, Mr. Clarke found the con- 
ventions and the restrictions im- 
posed upon a vigorous imagina- 
tive young man, were irksome 
and, shaking the dust of his na- 
tive province from his feet, he 
turned his stens to the “last, best 
west, which is Cansda west.” 

In those days the Royal North | 
West Mounted Police possessed the | 
game romantic appeal to adven- 
turous young men as the R.C.M.P 
do today. Arriving at Regina, Mr 
Clarke decided to cast his lot with 
the red-coats and he offered him- 
self for service. The tall, straight 
young man, obviously keen as mus- 
tard and imbued with an uncon- 
querable. desire for adventure. hod 
no difficulty in passing the recruit: | 
ing sergeant and meeting all qua!i 
fications. He was then a Mountie 


IN YUKON GOLD RUSH 

After a period of service with the | 
most famous police force in the 
world, gold was discovered in the 
Yukon Tales began to filter back 
—slowly, to be sure—of fabulous 
riches to be found there. It sermed 
that one only had to get to the area 
to strike an Eldorado and become | 
so rich that even the gold in sunken 
Spanish galleons would lack attrac- 
tion, 

Mr. Clarke obtained his dis- 
charge from the police and joined 
the unending stream of men and 
women seeking the pot of gold at 
the end of the rainbow. 


As a “sourdough” Mr. Clarke ar- 
rived in the Yukon in 1897 and im- 
mediately plunged into the treasure 
search 

But, while he never “clicked” 
with an Eldorado, he did find in 
the Yukon the vocation that was to 
win him his most enduring faine 
the calling for which he seemed to 
be pre-destined, namely, public ser- 
vice. 

He took a 


leading part in the 
early discussions that formulated 
Yukon policies. He assisted in 
drafting laws and regulations thet 
served in bringing law and order, 
municipal administration and well- 
ordered ‘ife, out of what had been 
at first chaotic conditions. 


SETTLES IN EDMONTON 

Soon he “hung up his Shingle” and 
commenced practice as a barrister 
at Dawson City. Continuing until 
1908, the thrill that had been asso- 
ciated with the Yukon dwindled. 


The gold rush had long since died 
down and Dawson City was far 
from the active point it had been. 

Mr. Clarke yearned for more 
action, Scanning the various cities | 
which came to his attention as a | 
place for settlement, he decided 
on Edmonton, Accordingly, he 
established himself here and set 
bimself up in legal practice. This 
practice he continued until the 
end. His office has been at various 
locations, but latterly at 219 Me- 
Leod building. 

In 1912, another significant event 
in Mr. Clarke's life took place. He 
was married -to Miss Gwendolyn 
Ashbury, daughter of Rev. S. R. Ash- 
bury and Frances Bennett. Rt. Rev. 
Bishop H. A. Gray at that time 
bishop of the Edmonton diocese, 


Anglican church in Canada, per- 
formed the ceremony. There were 
three children of the marriage, une 
son and two daughters. 


ENTERS CIVIC POLITICS 

The son, Sgt. Pilot Bennett Win- 
throp Scott, 22, received his wings 
early this year, graduating as a 
fighter pilot from the training 
school at Borden, Ont, under the 
British Commonwealth Air Training 
program. 

Miss Gwendolyn is a city resident 
and is employed in the city soli- 
citor’s. department. Miss Muriel A. 
Clarke is at present at Moose Jaw. 
Mrs. Clarke, like her husband has 
been unremitting in her public 
service and more especially on be- 
half of Liberal women's organiza- 
tions, 

Mr. Clarke following his marriage, 
continued his legal practice and 
became interested in municipal poli- 
ties. He was elected an alderman in 
1912 and subsequently served in a 
similar capacity in 1914, 1915 and 
1925. 

By 1919 he had won sufficient 
prominence to justify entry inte 
the mayoral race. This proved an 
exciting campaign and Mr. Clarke 
was elected. He was re-elected in 
the following year. 

He was defeated in the next cam- 
paign and although he contested the 
mayoralty on several occasions, he 
was unsuccessful until 1935 when he 
was again elected, with a handsome 
majority, He was re-elected in 1936 

and 1937. That was his lest incum- 
bency of the chair. He was defeated 
for the 1938 mayoralty by Mayor 
John W. Fry 

In the three year period 1935-

INTERRUPTS MINISTER 

“I stated before that if no one 
else came forward to protect Ed- 
monton from this ramp that I would 


allow my name to run and \ow I arm 
definitely announcing my candida- 
ture.” 

On one occasion, Mr. Clarke 
happened to be at the legislative 
buildings, on business, during the 
latter years of the U.F.A. adminis- 
tration. He dropped into the gal- 
lery and sat for a while listening 
to the discussion, One of the min- 
isters made a statement with 
which he did not agree and Mr. 
Clarke jumped up in his place, 
contradicted the statement and 
gave the minister a verbal chas- 
tisement. The sergeant-at-arms 
ordered his removal and Mr. 
Clarke was still talking as he was 
escorted out. , 

This was another instance of his 
desire to speak his mind at al! times 
and to leave no doubt as to where he 
stood on any question 


LOVER OF ATHLETICS 

A track and field star in his Var- 
sity days, he retained his love of 
athletics throughout his life.

Lord Halifax, speaking at San Fran- 
cisco, said Britain does not intend to 
submit to pressure by Japan, even 
though it is engaged in an all-out war 
in Europe. The same day officialg at 
Washington let it be known they are 
getting tired of shilly-shallying, threats 
and abuse at Tokyo. That was the day 
Premier Konoye was making up his 
new cabinet, and the information may 
have been tendered for his guidance. 

Japanese aggression in the South 
Seas has been based on the assumption 
that Britain and the United States were 
not in position to protect their interests 
there or to resist the establishment of 
Japanese dominance over their own 
and the Dutch possessions. 

Considerable water has passed under 
the bridge since that assumption was 
drawn and the aggression policy launch- 
ed. Britain and the United States are 
not now in the position they were a 
year ago. The growing firmness of 
their attitude toward Japan’s demands 
and unfolding purposes is the result and 
the proof of their expanding power to 
resist.

400 Per Day 


The recruiting campaign ended two 
weeks ago, but men continue to enlist 
in Canada’s Active army at the rate of 
400 per day, it is announced officially. 
Four hundred per day means 12,000 
per month. Seven thousand per month 
are required for replacements and to 
fill out new units according to schedule. 
We were behind with a couple of quotas 
before the recruiting campaign was 
launched. The present rate of enlist- 
ment is fast overtaking that shortage, 
and will enable new units to be organ- 
izéd sooner than planned. 

This is the reply of Young Canada 
to the detractors who said men would 
not join up voluntarily. They are do- 
ing so at-nearly double the rate neces- 
sary to keep the program of army 
expansion up to the time-table. They 
will continue to do so if it is made 
clear that all who offer and are fit will 
be accepted—which is no doubt the 
case. 

These men are not joining up be- 
cause they have to, or because they 
cannot get jobs. They are enlisting be- 
cause they know what is at stake and 
want to fight. There are no “pinks” or 
“yellows” ‘among them. They belong to 
the aristocracy of freemen, who down 
the centuries have stepped voluntarily 
into the breach when bullies and dicta- 
tors had to be overthrown. Democracy 
is safe in the hands of such men. 


War-Made Allies 


Mr. Churchill has settled a pointless 
debate on an academic question. He 
says plainly that Britain and Russia 
are now allies in name, as of course 
they are in fact. Allies they were in 

ty from the moment Hitler sent his 
tanks clanking toward the Russian 
border, for that act made their immed- 
iate purposes identical. This identity of 
purpose was not created, but only 
recognized, in the mutual assistance 
pact in which they undertook to co- 
ordinate military plans. If there are ob- | 


jectors—apparently there are—to the | 
idea that Britain and Russia should be 
associated in anything, they should tell 
their troubles to Hitler. He is the man 
who brought about the alliance. 


The alliance is purely military, and 
carries no political significance. Britain 
and its detnocratic allies are not fight- | 
ing to preserve communism. Stalin is 
certainly not fighting to save de- 
mocracy, or the democracies. All of 
them are fighting to save themselves, 
and their rights as nations to establish 
and maintain whatever type of govern- 
ment each may prefer. 

It is surely a curious attitude of 
mind that nations confronted with dead- 
ly peril should not welcome assistance 
from any quarter, or that they are not 
warranted in doing so. That is precisely 
the attitude Hitler would want to prevail 
in the democracies and in Russia. 
Isolationism has been his helper all over 
Europe. What more could he ask in the 
présent circumstances than that the 
democratic countries should stand aloof | 
while he pounds Russia, and that Russia 
take no steps to prevent him pounding 
them?

The effect of the orders is that no 
person in any of these countries can 
now sell to or buy from the Japanese 
Government or a Japanese citizen with- 
out obtaining special license for such 
transaction. Japan’s response was to 
“retaliate” by freezing assets of these. 
countries and their nationals in Japan. 
By this action it duplicates the barriers 
which now block commercial inter- 
course. 

The directors of Japan's policy of 
territorial aggression have justified 
their seizure of Indo-China by the pre- 
tence that Japan was in danger of bein 
“encircled” by Britain, the United 
States and China, in the military sense. 
There was no ground whatever for such 
fear or claim. 
have by their policy of grab, loot and 
threat, “encircled” Japan in the eco- 
homic sense to a degree that must 
cripple the industrial operations by 
which its people make a living and 
panies the movements of its predatory 
orces, 


This economic encirclement will be 
all but complete when the countries in 
South America also bar the door against 
Japanese trade, which they can hardly 
fail to do after the exposure of a whole- 
sale plan by Axis agents to throw that 
continent into revolutionary convul- 
sions. The Netherlands East Indies 
have already followed the lead of the 
United States and the British nations. 


Indo-China will be a poor compensa- 
tion for the closure of sources from 
which Japan has drawn almost thé 
whole of the raw materials needed by 
vital industries. It will-be no compensa- 
tion at all for the loss of the markets 
in which those industries have sold their 
products. 

Japan lives by importing materials, 
working them up into manufactured 
goods, and selling these abroad. It has 
depended upon the United States and 
the British countries to buy the bulk 
of these goods, and to supply the 
greater part of the materials. The 
freezing orders hit this import-export 
business at both ends. The results are 
predictable. 

The anti-Axis countries can get 
along without Japanese trade. Can 
Japan get along without their materials 
and their markets? 


The death of Ex-Mayor Joseph A.

Why U.S. Needs Large Army 


Americans Paying Price for Old « 
Slackness in World | 
Diplomacy 
By WALTER LIPPMANN 

As the débate on extending the term of 
service begins, we need to remember why 
this new American army was first called 
up in the summer a year ago: if it was 
necessary to raise a large army then, it is 
certainly impossible to begin disbanding 
that army now. 

For a Congress which decided now to 
demobilize two-thirds of 
the officers and men of | 
this partially | 
army would be saying 
that there was no good 
Treason a year ago for 
raising euch an army. 
The Congress which 
called these men into the 
army would have wasted 
twelve months out of the 
lives of these men -and 
immense sums of the 
* people's money; the 
country would not have 
an effective army though the only conceiv- 
able justification in the first place for 
calling up these men was that the country 
needed a large army. 

The fundamental question, therefore, is 
why—beginning twelve months ago—the 
United States has needed a large army. 
That is the real question for the men 
themselves and for their families. They 
have already made and they are making 
great sacrifices, Congress ought never to 
have asked these sacrifices of them unless 
the sacrifices were necessary, The sacti- 
fices can never be justified unless the 
result is to produce a good army. To dis- 
band these troops now would be to say 
to the men that they were not really 
needed in the first place and that their 
time in the army has in fact been wasted. 
For they would go home, themselves only 
partially trained, and the country would 
be left without ah effective army. 

Date Important 

The principal bill—namely, the selec- 
tive service act, for raising a large army, 
was introduced into the two houses of 
Congress on June 20 and June 21, a year 
ago. The date is of the utmost importance. 
On June 13 the French Prime Minister, 
Paul Reynaud, had vainly made a “final 
desperate appeal” for help; on June 17 
Marshal Petain had asked Germany for 
an armistice, and it was clear that not 
only France but the French empire and 
the French fleet would give up the strug- 
gle. Thus the decision to ask Congress to 
raise a large Amé€rican army was reached 
in the very days when Hitler knocked out 
France—and Britain was left standing 
alone, her atmy driven from Europe with 
the loss of its arms and the British Isles 
open to aerial attack and invasion, the 
British fleet subject to destruction and 
capture. 

Before these évents it had not beén 
seriously suggested that the United States 
should raise a large army; after these 
events there was such an overwhelming 
popular demand for a large army that, 
despite the election campaign, Congress 
voted compulsory service. It was plain to 
the American people that with the French 
catastrophe the outer line of defense had 
broken down, that the threat to Britain 
was such that the next line of defense 
might fall, and that we, having only a one- 
ocean navy, must at once organize an 
army for the final defense of the North 
American continent. That is why the army 
was authorized, and that is why the men 
are now in the training camps. They have |

Hitler, 
Service Essential 


It is all very well for the isolationists 
to present themselves as the friends of the 
soldiers and their families. But the plain 
historical fact is that men had to be 
drafted, and that these men now have to 
be kept in service, because the isolation- 
ist policy of this country in June, 1940, lost 
us the chance to keep in being the French 
navy and the French empire and the 
French colonial army. ° 

The gap in the defense of the Western 
Hemisphere, caused by the total loss of 
the French military and naval power, has 
had to be filled by a big American army. 
Yet there are still public nen at large who 
actually wish to compound this calamitous 
folly by abandoning Great Britain also 
and advising her to follow the course of 
Vichy France. Having learned nothing 
from a policy which has already compelled 
us to conscript a large army and hold it 
In service, they advocate a course which 
would compel us to quadruple the army 
and never demobilize it. 


Not Enough Troops 


Even today, with the British Empire 
fighting, we have not enough trained 
troops to garrison effectively our own 
immediate territorial possessions—Alaska, 
the Philippines, Hawaii, Panama, the 
Atlantic bases. The more we pursue the 
isolationist line of letting our natural 
allies fall, the more men we shall need in 
our army and the longer we shall have to 
hold them under the colors, 

We had to raise the army because we 
had to let France fall. We have to keep 
this army because the fall of France has 
left the whole southern flank of the West- 
ern Hemisphefe dangerously exposéd. The 
more we let the isolationists determine our 
policy, the more soldiers we shall need for 
an endless period of time. The isolation- 
ists cannot deny it. Do they not say that 
build, but all alone, an im- 
pregnable defense of the Western Hemis- 
phere? With what, but with American 
soldiers, do they imagine that the Western 
Hemisphere and its outposts can be made 
a secure base for the air force and the 
Navy? It is isolationism which has driven

Danger in the South 


Nazi wrath was turned full blast this 
week upon those Latin American republics 
which’ suddenly awoke to the menace 
offered by the roving eye of Adolf Hitler 
and_decided to do something about it. 

Particularly bitter was the German 

“strafing” given little Bolivia which, one 
week ago tonight, told German Minister 
Ernst Wendler that since he was plotting 
revolution, he would have to get out of 
the country. 
The awakening of these republics came 
too soon. Information has been 
reaching London and Washington with 
ever-increasing urgency about the dan- 
gerous foothold the Nazis were securing in 
South America. 

It is well known that the situation in 
the southern continent has n one of 
the chief worries of President Roosevelt 
who has been conscious of Nazi influence 
in the reluctance of many of these repub- 
lies to co-operate with the United States 
in a joint defense program. 


Argentine Case 


The Argentine is a typical case in point. 
A small clique composed of govern- 
ment office holders and the upper crust of 


| society and wealth which controls the 


country’s economy has so far prevented 
the mass of Argentine opinion from carrye 
ing that country into open and active sup- 
port of the United States. 

The conneétion between these groupe 
—politicians and the elite—is their anxiey 
to preserve the security of their political 
and economic control ayer Argentina. 
They make it their business to exaggeraté 
the effect of British influence in their 
foreign trade and to draw fearsome pice 
tures of American imperialism to the 
north, 

This nationalist propaganda, aided and 

abetted by the Nazis, has dinned some 
queer notions into the heads of Argentine 
peonle, 
_ The commuter buying a railroad ticket 
is told that part of his peso goes as divi« 
dend to shareholders in England. The 
telephone user is constantly reminded 
that 4 percentage of his moathly bill goes 
to shareholders in the “fantastic empire” 
of the International Telephone and Tele- 
&taph Company, 4 

All this propaganda has created a 
curious anomoly. Argentina's wealthy 
classes are wealthy because of British 
purchase of meat and wheat. On a fours 
year average, prior to the war, 83 pep 
cent of the total ment exports and 23 per 
cent of total grain exports went to Great 
Britain. 

British trade has made them rich, 

But these ingrates are now prepared 
to kick Britain in the teeth because they 


think the rise of totalitarianism in their ’ 


country will protect their monopolies from 
government reform instituted by an indig- 
nant public,

Wherever the Germans have been 
able to shove through an advance 
spearhead, the Russians have had 
enough men to curve in from the 
sides and in many instances cut the 
German column off. They also 
have been able to leave strong 
trained units in the rear of the 
German advance to wage guerrilla 
| Warfare and hamper German com- 
| munications, 

They have been able, because of 
manpower and equipment, to 
counter attack and drive spearheads 
of their own into the German lines 
Thus jt is a criss-cross picture, with 
no clearly defined battle front, but 
a whole series of continuous sal- 
ients. 

That js exactly suited to the de- 
fence plan which the Russians 
have worked out, and presents 8 
Problem which the German blitz 
| experts have not been able to 
| overcome. The Russians refuse to 

concentrate a main army in any 

one sector, where the Germans 
| might be able to break through 
and shatter it. 

The closest to that has been the 
central. front. especially around 
| Smolensk, where the Germans have 
made their deepest advance. But 
even there the Russians are spread 
;over a Wide area, both in length 
and in depth and appear to have not 
so much one main army as a ser 
ies of “contacting” armies. 


| PAPER VICTORIES 


The German high command said 
today that the Smolensk battle is 
| “neer its conclusion” but did not 
elaborate. However, the Germans 
have won “paper victories” around 
Smolensk before, but the Russians 
still are there 

Other factors in the successful 
Russian resistance have been the 
| size of the air force and the tank 
‘ corps. The air force uNnquestion- 

ably has been of great value in 
| helping the ground force stem the 
| German advance. The Germans 
virtually voted it out of existence 
| early in the campaign, but it is still 
| in the air, damaging German com- 
munications, already hampered by 
| muddy roads. 


The Red air fleet is inferior in 
numbers to the German, but the 
disparity is far from as great as it 
was in the case of the British and 
French in the battle for France 
and Flanders. The Germans may 
have some technical and mechani- 
cal superiority. 

At any rate, in the sixth week of 
the war, the issue appears very 
much in the balance. British ex- 
perts, who were far from optimistic 
at the height of the first and sec- 
ond German drives, are consider- 
t ably more cheerful. They have real 
| hope that the Russians may be able 

to prolong the campaign into the 
autumn and perhaps to the winter. 
After that, anything might hap- 


pen. 


Interpreting 
War News

is much too soon to con- 
clude that Hitler's big par- 
ade to the East has definitely 
bogged down: in mud and 
blood in western Russia. 
There can be no doubt, how- 
ever, that the Nazi propa- 
gence slogan, six-weeks-to- 
oscow, has back-fired. 

There was never much warrant 
for believing that the Nazi high 
command itself actually had set 
a time table. Distances invelved 
were too vast, read and rail com- 
munications too meagre and diffi- 
cult; Red army man-power tee 
great and the traditional plan of 
| the Russian peepie, fighting en 
| their own soll, too well proven in 
| histery for German army realists 
to have so misjudged the scope of 
their task. 

Yet German propagandists em- 
phasized that six-week schedule and 
as the last week of it opens, it is 
glaringly obvious the Germans have 
badly miscalculated. Probably it 
was the technical proficiency of 
Russian staff work that they under- 
estimated, misreading the purtents of 


the Russian-Finnish war in that re- 
spect. 

The Russians won that war, blast- 
ing their way across the Karelian 
isthmus by sheer weight of num- 
bers and at terrible costs in cas- 
ualties, 

Ultimately, however, the Russians 
learned their lesson. Their staff 
work improved and Finland surren- 
dered. 

Contrasting events of the Russe- 
Finnish war with those of the first 
five weeks of the Russia-German 
conflict, the Red army staff seems 
te have achieved military 
miracles. Whatever the final eut- 
come, the Russian retreat from 
western buffer outposts to the 
Stalin line is likely to go down 
in military history as' a victory 
rather than a defeat. 

The bulk of the Red armies de- 
ployed in buffer territory from the 
Baltic to the Black Sea made good 
their escape, great as were their 
losses. They fell back on a front 

11,000 miles long and effected a re- 

tirement averaging 300 miles or 50 
in depth in order to fight again. 
There is no paralle) in military his- 
tory for a successful retreat of that 
scope.

Total defence begins at home. To 
protect your family against run- 
| away food prices, hidden cuts in 
quality of processed foods, against 
| local profiteering and inadequate 
supplies of essential foods, you, 
yourself, must do something. Don't 
leave the job to others while you 
sit home and complain. 

Harriet Elliott, associate admin- 
istrator and consumer adviser, 
O} ‘we of Price Administration and 


Civ-an Supply, says: “The basic 
principle which should guide 
measures for consumer protection 


in effective use of available com- 
| munity resources and participa- 
tion by all groups of consumers in 
the community.” 

“Democratic defence depends, 
she adds, “on making these prob- 
lems a matter of community con 
cern, a responsibility of all. At the 
same time it is of primary im- 
portance that the efforis of various 
groups such as women's clubs, 
church’ groups, labor organizations, 
Negro organizations, etc, be inte- 
grated and co-ordinated and that 
the gaps between separate efforts be 
filled in’ It is the function of state

dairy products—you cannot use all 
the energy you get, These qements 
are energy carriers. They are neces- 
sary to liberate energy to its full ex- 
tent ‘ 

When any of the essential pro- 
tective foods art missing from the 
day's menu, the result is a disturb- 
ance in the smooth functioning of 
our machinery, It is the smooth 
functioning that makes for health 
and abundant energy. 

If you take too many of your 
foods in refined stuff like concen- 
trated sweets, starches and fats, 
and not enough in the protective 
foods, the food for which you are 
paying out good money does not 
yield the proper dividends in health 

The statistics show that the av 
erage person gets enough calories 
and protein and not enough vita- 
mins A, B and C and calcium. In 
terms of food, this means you need 
more dairy products and cheese for 
calcium. You need more greeny 
leafy and yellow vegetables for min- 
erals and Vitamin A so that your 
resistance is raised and you have 
more vigor, You need more whole 
grain or enriched breads and cereals 
for Vitamin B, the vitamin that 
helps to build sound nerves. And 
you should have more citrus fruits 
and juices or tomatoes and raw cab- 
bage to furnish Vitamin C, which 
promotes a high level of positive 
health 

Of course, if you have taken a 
superabundance of calories and 
they have been put away as excess 
fat, it is not a good idea to add to 
your fat storage. There is no per 
centage in excess fat. In that case, 
Substitutions are necessary. The 
calories can be lessended by cutting 
down on the sugars and concen- 
trated sweets which furnish nothing 
but calories and by cutting down 
on the fats that boost the calorie 
Score and add nothing in the way 
of protection, 

But on the average the only 
changes necessary to bring the 
menus up to the allowances are in 
the increased use of dairy products 
and fresh fruits and vegetables, plus 
to the whole grain or 
enriched breads and cereals. Those 
are very minor changes when you 
consider the results—a higher state 
of health and efficiency.
